ON Wednefdayhik (being the firft Inftant} there 
happened here, betwixt the hours of One and 
Two of the Clock in the Afternoon, a very terrible 
Whirl-wind amongft the Shocks of Corn, in that part 
of Acrement Clofc^ which is in the Pofleffion of Mr. 
Hok^znA took up into the Air about 80 or looShdcks, 
Carried a great deal quite cut of fight, the reft it fcat- 
rered about the Field, or on the tops of rhcHoufes or 
Trees thereabouts. I have feen of the Corn, which was 
carryed a Milediftant from the Field ; and it is reported 
by Perfons of good Credit, that ibm^ was carryed four 
or fiv^e Miles diftant The WhirJ- wind continued in JcrC'^ 
mentClofe full half an hour; I my fclf, and feveral 
other Perfons faw at Jeaft three or four Waggon*Loads 
of Corn all at once whirled about in the Am
